LONDON, July 7.—Speeding up com- 
munications between the various parts 


of the British empire by airships, wire- 
less, and cables for making an effi- 
cient news service, creating thereby a 
strong British empire atmosphere, 
forms the subject of a lengthy report 
which the imperial conference has just 
issued. 

. A practical stép was taken by the 
formation of a committee. over which 
Winston Churchill is to preside, made 
up of repfeséntatives from each of the 
dominions and the heads of the British 
board of trade, air ministry, and post- 
office. The committee will consider 
“the practical means available for the 
development of imperial communica- 
tions by land. sea, air, cable, radio, 
telegraphy, and telephony.” 


Churchiil Explains Plan. 

Mr. Churchill, addressing the confer- 
ence, said: — 

“ While we see exactly what we want 
to do it will be a mistake for us to pro- 
pose very large or drastic action in- 
volving immense schemes and huge ex- 
penditures of public money. We wi 
do the best we can. 

“The first subject is the circulation 
of news within the British empire. It 
‘is not merely a question of the news 

_and of the demand for the news, but 
_ of atmosphere being created, and it is 
a really vital thing that the British 
‘empire should develop a strong British 
empire atmosphere so that we should 
know in each’ part of the empire what 
the other parts are thinking about. 
There should be & sympathetic under- 
standing of each other’s difficulties. It 
will come when we are telling our story 
to each other rather than having it 
told for us by other men.

+ “In this, as in other questions, you 
come up immediately against finance. 
I might possibly arrange for a short 
conference*between the dominion prime 
ministers and representatives of news- 
papers@f this country.

WOMEN IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 


The Gerreral Federation of Women’s Clubs, rep- 
resenting some 2,000,000 women in the United 
States, through two of its committees is actively. 
working for the Townsend bill to codrdinate the 
road building activities of the government under a 
federal highway commission 


Without going into the merits of the measure we 
are impressed by the fact that this phase of gov- 
ernmental activities is appealing to the interest of 
the women of the nation. Road building is a prac- 
tical, progressive feature of government, to be con- 
ducted for the general welfare and the comfort and 
prosperity of the nation. There is in it nothing of 
the “ reform ” or impractical altruism which is com- 
monly attributed to the activity of women in poll- 
tics. That the women of the nation are interesting 
themselves in such things rdther than in the patent 
nostrums of politics which are commonly offered as 
curealls is an encouraging sign. 

In this connection, however, it is well to direct 
the attention of the women of the country to an 
error which has grown too common among the 
men. That is the error of creating a new bureau or 
commission to put into effect every new or reor- 
ganized feature of government operation. This 
multiplying of government bureaus and commis- 
sions is a constantly growing danger in our sys- 


cution. It is weakening representative government 
through the shifting of responsibility.

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THE EVOLUTION OF PROPERTY 


BY EDWARD

Was it always what it is now? ‘Will it always be what it is now? Was 
tor property's sake, op does property exist only for society's 
These questions You will find it in four public 

utterances which I am going to quote) —_ 

President Harding said in one of his recent speeches: “I know nothing 
nobler in this world than the defence of one’s own. That is an inherent 
thing in man, planted in the human breast by God Almighty. There 

‘wouldn't be any civilization today, if men were not willing to give up all 

for its preservation.” The meaning of these words becomes clearer in the 

next sentences of the speech which proved that by the “ defense of one’s own” 
the orator meant the “ preservation of the established order.” The estab- 
lished order is founded on private property. 

__ in his note to President Obregon of Mexico, Secretary Hughes said: 
The fundamental question which confronts the government of the United 

States in considering its relation with Mexico is the safeguarding of prop- 

erty rights against confiscation.” No newspaper questioned the adequacy 


of this statement. Al) the lawyers and all the business men applauded, it. 


The safeguarding of property rights is fundamerital. 
In the case of the District of Cglumbia’s minimum wage act, Justice 


j van Orsdel dissented from the decision of the court of appeals, and at this 


occasion gave vent to the following sentiments: . 
“It should be remembered that the three fundamental principles whi 

underlie government, and for which free government exists, are the pro- 

tection of, life, of liberty, and of property. The chief of these is property.”

Capital Makes Its Appearance. , 
Ws. Mr. Hughes is considering the rights of property as basic 


of one’s own, Mr. van Orsdel deems that property is more important 

than liberty and life.- While Mr. Hughés is firm and Mr. Harding 
ecstatic, Mr. van Orsdel is dictatorial. But he is not the first who enunciates 
this monumental nonsense, In his essay, “Property and Law,” Paul Elmer 
More, penetrating critic, erudite scholar, and unbending moralist, attains 
the glacier regions of conservative rigidity in assuring us “that the dollar 
is more than the man, and that the rights of property are more important 
than the right of life.” . 
This is—if Mr. More in the untouched purity of his classicism will con- 
done the vulgar expression—a little tough, and the four utterances: com- 
pared, combined, and closely examined, seem to justify the question with 
which I started this article: “Is property a fetish, an idol, a Moloch?” 
Let us just for a moment look at the historical evolution of property. 
The primordial form of property was communism. We find traces .of* com- 
munism with the Greeks, the Romans, the Germans, the Scandinavians, the 
Chi in short, everywhere. Private property probably began through 
the p differences men. A giant needs a larger club than a dwarf. 
Men, women, and children will not use: the same tools long. As human 
beings are different, weapons and tools had to be different, and a day 
came when a’rhan sald to another one: “This spear belongs to me. Don't 
touch it!” He defended his own, probably without feeling particularly noble 
about it. 
These exceptions to the rule of communism were trifies, but a real 
revolution was started through the domestication of animals, especially of 
the sheep. When the breeding-ef herd@ begins, the ideas of “future” and 
“saving” have tered the’ braim of the nomades, and capital has made 
its appearance. e language proves this fact. The Latin word pecunia 
(money) is derived from pecus (cattle). The Norwegian and Islandic .had the 
same word (fe) for money and cattle. 


* 
The Invention of Slavery. | 
S the herds began to grow more and more numerous, people were 
needed to watch them. A genius conceived the idea that now it was 
not necessary any more to eat the prisoners after a victory over an- 
other tribe. One spared them and made them work. The invention 
of slavery was a logical continuation of the domestication of the animals. 


~The slave became capital, too. The man who had the most slaves and the 


most animals was the richest. But why did not the tribe “preserve the old 
order?” Simply because the strongest, the bravest, the willest was as 
a chief. Experience taught ‘the clan that in their constant clashes with 
other clans a chief was necessary, and so he had to be rewarded. He took 
the women he liked (you remember the starting point of the Iliad: Achilles 
fuming and fretting in his tent, because Agamemnon had taken the beauty 
he had chosen for himself), he got the heads of the slain as ornaments and 
he was entitled to the lion’s share ir the booty. 
Herewith private property was acknowledged as an institution. Now 
the captain had te protect himself from envy and jealousy by endowing 
other warriors in the same way, and’a military nobility came into being. 
At the same time communism was destroyed and social differentiation 
ushered in. Each of those distinguished warriors tries ‘to surround him- 
self with friends and servants, and the social hierarchy becomes a fact. 
In the meantime, the object of the tribal feuds has changed, At first 
it was the animals, then it was the slave, now it is the soil. The struggle 
for the soil has lasted thousands of years and is still going on. We find 
the same evolution with regard to the land which we stated as to weapons 
and tools, cattle andslaves. In Rome, f.i.,the state owned the land exclusively 
at first; the individual considered himself only as entrusted with his prop- 
erty by the state. By and by this idea vanishes, and the owner believes 
in his unlimited right. But later on a new phenomenon appears: when the 
Roman republic approaches its end, private property is entirely abolished 
in the conquered provinees, which are declared to be the property of the 
Roman people. In short, the notion of property is changed and shaped 
according to the actual social needs. 


The Founder of Civilization. 


Property is nothing immoveable. The idea is just as fluid and flexible 
as all other human ideas. In the sixteenth century theft was pun- 
ished by death in England, and the chronicler says that during the 
reign of Henry VIII. (1509-1547) 72,000 thieves were executed. Neither Mr. 
Hughes nor Justice van Orsdel would approve such a braconic application 
of the law. I am not so sure about stern Mr. More. Our feelings with re- 
gard to the sanctity of property have changed. ‘ 
* At first a man owned his wife, his children, his slaves. In medieval 
times the baron owned his serfs. Today a man may tempofarily acquire 
the manual or brain labor of, thousands and “own” it. Will this condition 
be final? It can be seen that property has not always been what it is now, 
and so it is legitimate to assume that it will not always be what it is now. 
It can be seen that the human beings who were living together (society) 
settled property rights according to their social notions and needs. What- 
ever the learned and oracular gentlemen may say: Life was always more 
than property. 

Private property was the most powerful stimulus imaginable. Rousseau 
says in his dramatic way: “ The first-who fenced off a piece of land, said, 
‘This is mine,’” and found people blind enough’ to believe it, was the 
founder of civilization. How many crimes, wars, murders, miseries, and 
horrors would he have spared to humankind who would have torn down 
these fences and cried out: “ Do not believe this impostor!” This is one side 
of the medal, the other one is that probably most of the benefits of civiliza- 
tion are due to private property. It is a question which only the future 
can decide, whether humanity will ever be altruistic enough to work for 
service instead of profit. To me it seems that for a long time private prop- 
erty and common property will efist aside each other. 

There is no greater danger for conservation than its caricature: the 
hyper-conservative. The type we need is the enlightened tory. Disraéti, 
; pel, knew that the aristocrats 
need the masses. A conservative who says!that the dollar is more than the 
man and property is more than life has certainly completely lost touch with 
the people. They will only answer that he is talking rot, and I think they 


are right.

Receiverships, which have been’ un- 
usually numerous lately, are just as cost- 
ly as ever. Everybody admits that too 
much money is dissipated in expenses, 
but nobody makes any serious effort to

The main direct outlay is for the fees 
of receivers and their attorneys. The 
rate of compensation paid them probably 
is reasonable, but in many cases their 
work extends over far too long a time.

% inch wide cotton braid sewed to a 
foundation in short loops that slant 
slightly to one side instead of being 
truly vertical. Or these revers could 
be made from a plain colored percale 
or gingham, with some suitable design 
done in embroidery. 


No. 1054 is intended for small fig- 
ures—that is, young girls and small 
sized women. . It seems especially fitted 
for taffeta, ffulard, tricolette, or one 
of the beautiful crépes that are used 
so much. The skirt for the 16 year 
old size measures one and one-half 
yards at the bottom. It is a one piece, 
straight gathered pattern, than which 
nothing could be much easier to use. 

A pretty way to finish thg skirt at 
the bottom would be to turn the hem 
up on the right side and insert in the 
upper edge a tiny plaiting or ruffling 
of the dress or whatever material is to 
be used in the ‘trimming. When the 
hem is stitched it will of course stitch 
the plaiting in at the same time. 

There is a waist lining with this pat- 
tern, and a wash net or China silk 
would be best to use. The sleeves are 
set into the lining armholes, which 
have been finished with a facing of 
the dress material. 

The waist of the dress shows draping 
towards the waist line, and the fasten- 
ing is done on the shoulder and under 
the arm on the left side. -The seam 
lines on this left side should be marked 
with a basting thread. Before turning 
the seams bacK on shoulder and under 
arm to form a faced hem slip a straight 
strip of silesia or something strong in 
between the turned back seam and 
dress to make a better place to sew the 
snaps or tiny hooks to. The loops or 
snaps are of course sewed on or just 
inside the seam lines. Sew the hooks 
on first, letting the front edge of each 
come one-eighth inch inside the seam

One of the greatest 
sources of food losses has been poor 
rubberings. An authority on the sub- 
ject has said that 80 per cent of the 
losses have been due to defective seals. 
Of course, any woman should know 
what a bulging rubber means, but I 
was once judge of a display of canned 
goods in which bulging rubbers were 
not rare.

OLUMBUS, O.—[Special.]—-Ohio 
has put a “ go-getter army into 
the field with orders to put over 
the biggest program of highway 

construction in the history of the state. 
Youngsters under command of Leon 
C. Herrick, director of. public works 
and buildings, are swarming ove.’ the 
roads in heavy marchfhg order and 
using the methods that.won them last- 
ing fame in France in the drive to 
bring Ohio abreast of modern trans- 
portition demands. 

To date 280 miles of first class, per- 
manent paving have been placed un- 


der contract by the department which | 


has the construction of 500 miles of 
heavy duty road as its year's goal. The 
work, already well under way, repre- 
sents an outlay of $11,000,000 in ac- 
tual construction costs, and engineers 

_ are busy drawing up specifications for 

an additional eighty-seven miles of pav- 
ing and twenty-five miles of contract 
repair work to be let July 22. 

Beaten to pieces by the constant 
pounding of trucks and passenger cars 
whose numbers have increased annual- 
ly for the last five years, Ohio roads 
are in urgent need of the spectacular 
rescue. The main state routes, called 
the “ main market system,” carry prac- 
tically the same amount of freight and 
passenger tonnage as do the railroad 
trunk lines, while the secondary sys- 
tem, designated as “inter-county ” 
roads, is called upon to bear a huge 
daily load of farm to market traffic, 
in addition to passenger travel equal 
te that in Pennsylvania.

July 8. —[(Spe- 
cial.}— The Stout. monoplane, 
known as the American “ mys- 
tery ship” of the war period, has 
been redesigned for commercial flying 
and has just gone through a series of 
preliminary trial flights here. 
Aithough an entirely new type of 
aircraft and built entirely from calcu-
